
Council opposes new 
plan for'Lyme lung'

PLANS to build two 
houses on land known 
as Whistler’s Wood in 
Lyme Regis were met 
with strong opposition 
when they were put to 
town councillors for 
consideration. 

A number of residents 
who live close to the 


woodland, hidden between 
Pound Street and Silver 
Street, attended last 
week’s meeting of the 
town council’s Planning 
and Highways Committee 
to speak against the appli¬ 


cation. Landowner 

Quentin Craven and archi¬ 
tect Stuart Case also spoke 
on the plans. 

Two previous applica¬ 
tions have been submitted 
for the woodland, de¬ 
scribed as the town’s 
“green lung”. These in¬ 
cluded an application for 
three houses, which was 
later withdrawn in 2008; 
and a similar application 
to the current plans for two 
detatched, timber-framed 
houses in 2009, which was 
refused, appealed and re¬ 
fused on appeal. 

Legal obligation 

Speaking at last week’s 
meeting, Mr Case said 
that, while the current 
plans were similar to those 
of the previous applica¬ 
tion, what made them dif¬ 
ferent was the trust that

would be put in place to 
protect the long-term fu¬ 
ture of the trees. 

He said this would 
“place a duty” and a “legal 
obligation” on the free¬ 
holders of the new houses 
to protect the trees. 

Mr Case said the houses 


provided the facilities to 
protect the trees, adding: 
“In fact, to me, it is the 
houses that will protect the 
trees.” 

Mr Craven added that 
the new application ad¬ 
dressed the appeal report 
from the previous applica¬ 


tion, which he described as 
a “very important docu¬ 
ment” . 

He said the appeal re¬ 
jected objections made on 
the grounds that building 
houses would damage the

Teenager'grabbed by man'

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A TEENAGE girl was reportedly 
grabbed by a man while walking alone 
in Lyme Regis. 

The incident was reported at 8.30pm 
on Tuesday, January 15th.

The girl wrote about the incident on 
social networking site Facebook but 
later removed the post. PSCO John 
Burton confirmed that police had asked 
her to remove it.

ALTHOUGH Sharon Ward lives in Eastleigh, she 
spends her weekends at her parents' home in 
Raymonds Hill, near Lyme Regis, and also returns 
on Tuesdays to teach at Lyme Regis Taekwondo 
Club. 

Sharon grew up in Surrey and her parents 
moved to the area in 1994. Whilst staying with 
them she had to travel to Weymouth or 
Bournemouth to train in taekwondo, so eventu¬ 
ally set up her own club in 2005. 

She currently works at the MoD Camp in Wor¬ 
thy Down, Winchester, at the Junior Ranks Mess. 


• HOW did you first become interested in taek¬ 
wondo? 

I first got involved in taekwondo while I was living in Lon¬ 
don, to help with my asthma, as I had read that martial 
arts and especially taekwondo was very good for con¬ 
trolling it. I found a local club and started training. I loved 
it, my asthma improved amazingly and 14 years later the 
rest, they say, is history. 

• WHEN did you set up Lyme Regis Taekwondo Club? 

I set up my club in 2005 as, while I was living down here, 
I had to travel to Weymouth and Bournemouth to train 
which is quite far away. I also noticed that Lyme doesn't 
have enough facilities to provide children or adults with 
the opportunity to sample varied sports. It was limited 
to football or cricket. So I decided I would love to share 
my skills with people and let them experience a very dif¬ 
ferent sport. 

• TELL us about your classes... 

I run two classes - one for children aged from four and a 
half or five years upwards, and then an adults or senior 
grade class. We meet on Tuesdays at the Scout Hut in 
Rhode Lane. Children's class from 5pm to 6.30pm and 
adults from 6.30pm to 7.30pm. The classes are for all abil¬ 
ities, anyone regardless of their age or physical ability 
can join. 

• WHAT are the benefits of taking up taekwondo? 

There are many benefits to taking up taekwondo. It can 
improve overall health, fitness, flexibility, co-ordination, 
balance and stamina. You gain confidence as you 
progress. It also gives you a sense of achievement when 
you manage to master a technique or gain a grade. As 
with any excercise you always get a feel good feeling. 

• YOU attended the London Olympics last year. What 
did you get to see? 

I was lucky enough to get tickets to see taekwondo at 
the Olympics, the only thing I applied for and wanted to 
see. For me, I enjoyed the atmosphere everywhere and 



the satisfaction that, for once, people all over the world 
and country get to see the sport I love on television, 
watching the best players (fighters). 

I also enjoyed the fact that I was there! I have some¬ 
thing to tell my nephews, my students and future stu¬ 
dents - the best-multi sport competition in the world 
came to our country and I was there! It will never happen 
again in my lifetime. I have amazing memories that will 
stay with me forever and long after the hype all died 
down. 

• HOW did you feel about Team GB winning gold in 
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taekwondo? 

I think my reaction was tension followed by loud 
screams, woops, jumping up and down, punching the 
air, tears, and a huge grin! Oh, and of course a massive 
sense of pride. 

I had always thought that Jade Jones would bring us 
back the gold as she was our best fighter. If they had let 
Aaron Cook in the team they would have had two golds. 

It made me feel that more people may now start taking 
an interest in taekwondo, and realising what it is, and 
hoping that big companies will help fund training Do- 
jangs, athletes and small clubs like they do with football 
and other mainstream sports. 

• WHAT are your personal interests? 

Other than taekwondo I enjoy the outdoors - camping, 
walking (all stemmed from being a Guide and Guide 
Leader), going to the gym, swimming, cycling, running. 
I also enjoy reading and baking. 

• WHAT do you like about Lyme Regis and the sur¬ 
rounding area? 

What I really love about Lyme and surrounding areas is 
the amazing scenery, the sea, the friendliness of the peo¬ 
ple and the community spirit. 

• WHAT would you change about the town if you 
could? 

If I could I would make sure that there was lots of differ¬ 
ent sports available to everyone - not just children. Utilise 
the facilities that we have, maximise to benefit the com¬ 
munity rather than just seeing them go to waste or get¬ 
ting used for just one thing. There is a lot of 
land/buildings that can be used more. I would have in¬ 
door facilities that can be used for planned outdoor ac¬ 
tivities when the rain hits, so they don't have to be 
cancelled. I would have less restrictions on parking times 
to help keep the locals here and attract tourists, not just 
in the summer months. 

• WHERE is your ideal holiday destination? 

I have two ideal holidays. One would be to be Hudson 
bay, Churchill, Cananda.The reason being one of my pas¬ 
sions is polar bears and I have always wanted to go to 
Hudson Bay and go out in a Tundra Buggy to see the 
polar bears up close. 

My other has to be South Korea, Birthplace of Taek¬ 
wondo. Iwould love to be able to go over there and ex¬ 
perience the culture and get to train with the best.

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Barbara remembered in artistic tribute 


THE late Barbara Austin MBE - six-times 
Mayor of Lyme Regis and tireless 
fundraiser for the town - has been com¬ 
memorated in paint by family friend 
David Manners. 

Mr Manners, a former maths teacher 
at the Woodroffe School, has made a ca¬ 
reer for himself in painting since retiring 
from teaching last year. 

He spoke to the Austin family about 
painting Barbara as his own personal 
tribute at her recent funeral, and now 
hopes the finished painting (pictured 
left) will be permanently displayed in 
the Guildhall, where Barbara served on 
the town council from 1991 until her 
death in December. 

Mr Manners (picturedright ) explained: 
"I spoke to the family and suggested 
that I would like to pay my own per¬ 
sonal tribute to Barbara by painting her 


portrait with the eventual intention 
that, if approved, it goes into the Guild¬ 
hall or somewhere where it reminds 
people of her and what she did for our 
town." 

The following day, Barbara's eldest 
son Richard supplied a photo of his 
mother and David set to work straight 
away. 

He added: "The painting is 18 inches 
by 14 inches and I spent considerable 
time doing accurate drawings before 
putting oil paint to canvas, which I 
know goes against the grain for some 
artists, but that’s how I work. In total, 
the painting took a total of 25 hours at 
the easel. 

"My wife Angela and I have been 
friends of the family for half a century. 
Barbara was so supportive of me and 
the RNLI when I was in charge from 


2000 to 2005 and also for the Poppy Ap¬ 
peal of which Angela and I have been 
involved with for many years. 

"She had a forthright, get things done, 
way of working which certainly ap¬ 
pealed to me, but in general as the 
whole of our town knows, she was 
more than that. She supported so many 
things in Lyme Regis that the town 
would be very different without her ac¬ 
tions. 

"My idea of a portrait is to say in paint 
what so many have said more elo¬ 
quently in words. The response from 
the public to date has been very 
favourable. Painting anyone's portrait is 
a very personal thing and you have to 
be prepared for flack."

trees and that they would have a significant affect on the 
surrounding area. 

However, the report listed concerns about the long-term 
risk of loss of trees. Mr Craven said a “legally binding 
contract” would now ensure a trust was put in place to 
preserve the trees. 

He added that the trust would include the freeholders 
of the new properties and others with interests and ex¬ 
pertise in the woodland. 

“There would be a significant weight for the conserva¬ 
tion of the trees,” he added. 

Neighbouring resident Ian Chivers, of Rose Hill, argued 
that there was not sufficient information in the planning 
application. It did not convey the real impact the building 
would have on the listed trees and neighbouring area, or 
the scale of the properties. 

He described the proposed houses as “substantial prop¬ 
erties” that would take up almost half the width of the 
wood.

Mr Chivers’ other objections included the removal of 
three major limbs of a “principal beech tree”, which he 
said would be required for construction, and how the trust 
would protect the trees. 

“Once people have spent several thousands of pounds 
on their house, who in their right mind, when a tree is 
damaging their property, would say we can’t do anything 
about it?” 

Mr Chivers said he had previously made susbstantial 
offers to buy the land and ensure it is maintained. He said 
he would also consider making a “significant” donation 
to a local organisation if it were to take on the woodland. 

Professor Ghillean Prance, a neighbouring resident, 
botanist and ecologist, said: “I am a neighbour and some¬ 
body who has worked in botanical gardens in big cities 
for many years. Basically, green spaces in urban areas. 

“The town needs green spaces to maintain its atmos¬ 
phere and environment, and we are fortunate that this 
area has been left as a green area and I hope we can find 
some way to keep it. 

“This is about much more than trees. I wouldn’t have a 
list of 41 species of birds spotted in my garden if this 
haven was not nearby.” 

Professor Prance suggested the town council compul¬ 
sory purchase the land and use it for “the common good”. 

“What a great asset for our schools,” he added. “I’m 
sure we could find the funds to buy it. We have heard of 
one offer tonight.” 

He also objected on historical grounds, saying that 
Lyme “made a lot of its historical characters”, another 
one of whom was former owner of the wood and next 
door property Little Place, Sir Laurence Whistler, the 
Queen’s official glass engraver. 

Professor Prance added: “As an environmentalist I 
can’t see how putting two buildings in this area can be 
called eco. We need eco-buildings but we have to think 
about where we put them.” 

Sir Laurence Whistler’s daughter, Frances Whistler, 
also spoke against the plans at last week’s meeting. She 
was concerned that a trust would find it difficult to argue 
with the freeholders of the properties if they were un¬ 



happy with the trees encroaching on their properties or 
the amount of shade they created. 

“We would see more trees planted close to houses if 
people liked the consequences of trees damaging their 
properties,” she added. 

The current owner of Little Place, Hugh Dunford 
Wood, also objected. He said his close relationship to the 
owner of the woodland had meant he had refrained from 
commenting in the past but believed the larger of the two 
proposed houses was “outsized and uncomfortable in its 
limited space”. 

Limited space 

He added that the applicant had “lost sight of simple 
and natural proportions” and the larger house would be 
“shoe-horned into a very limited space at the top of the 
wood”. 

“No one in their right mind would plant a tree so close 
to a house,” he said. 

Mr Case argued that while everyone had said they were 
keen to protect the trees, no one in the town put together 
a scheme for their preservation after the previous appli¬ 
cation was rejected. 

He added: “If it’s rejected again I imagine this commu¬ 
nity spirit will just melt away and the woodland will be 
left.” 

He also said Mr Chivers did not offer to buy the land 
when the previous application was being considered. 

Mr Chivers argued: “The reason I didn’t come forward 
last time is because I didn’t own Rose Hill then. I will 
sign whatever covenants you want for 99 or 999 years to 
say that it will never be built on.” 

Councillors then discussed the plans, with concerns in- 
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eluding the affect of building on the principal beech tree, 
affects on parking in Pound Street, and how water which 
currently flows from the land into Pound Street would be 
dealt with. 

Planning and Highways Committee chairman, Anita 
Williams, said: “The site is small for what is being pro¬ 
posed. I don’t see how they can be called chalets. I would 
go as far as saying that’s misleading. 

“It will have an affect on neighbouring properties and I 
think the trees would be at risk. I share the concern that 
if the trees were seen to be damaging the properties the 
tree officer would struggle not to make them smaller.” 

She added that the plans were “out of keeping” with the 
area. 

“I grew up almost right opposite the woodland and we 
were never allowed in it,” Councillor Williams continued. 

“It was never open to the town which I think is a 
shame.” 

Councillor Williams said she would like to see the land 
opened up by a community group or trust. 

She recommend refusal of the plans on grounds that 
they were detrimental to the neighbouring listed buildings 
and trees, particularly the beech tree, and the develop¬ 
ment was out of keeping, which was agreed. 

The plans will now be considered by West Dorset Dis¬ 
trict Council for a final decision.

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District freeze council tax 
for another year despite 
cut in government grant 


COUNCIL tax charges for West Dorset District 
Council are expected to be frozen for another year 
- but further'efficiencies'could be on the way to 
pay for it. 

The authority says It believes it can hold its share 
of the tax at the current level and maintain serv¬ 
ices despite getting almost 10 per cent less in 
grants from the Government.The reduction is the 
equivalent of a loss of more than £570,000. 

Part of the savings come from joint working 
with Weymouth and Portland Borough council - 
a move which the council claims has saved £2mil- 
lion a year for the two authorities. 

Also cited is the anticipated savings in running 
costs West Dorset believes it will achieve by the 
move to its new offices.The council's news release 
makes no mention of its old offices which remain 
unsold and will still have to be maintained. 

Car owners in the district, boasts the council, will 
see no increase in their car parking charges in the 
year ahead.This will be the seventh year in a row 
that short stay charges are frozen. 

The council has set up a budget working group 
to investigate further efficiencies in order to pro-

tect essential services in future years. 

West Dorset District Council Leader Robert 
Gould said:"These are challenging times for local 
councils.The national picture means our govern¬ 
ment grant continues to fall, many of our tradi¬ 
tional income streams are under pressure and, 
like householders, we have seen energy and fuel 
costs rise way ahead of inflation. 

"But careful financial management, savings 
from working in partnership, continuous efficien¬ 
cies and the move to smaller, greener and 
cheaper offices in Dorchester means we aim to 
freeze council tax and parking charges in 
2013/14." 

The district council will confirm its share of the 
2013/14 council tax bill on February 26th. The 
total bill also includes charges from Dorset 
County Council, Dorset Police, Dorset Fire and 
town or parish councils.

OBITUARY 
Alan Cox 


A FORMER Lyme Regis Grammar School pupil whose 
love for the town of his birth never waned has died in 
Portsmouth at the aged of 73. 

Alan Cox, whose early years were spent in his Lyme 
family home in Woodmead Road, was a regular visitor 
to the West Dorset resort, and always took a keen inter¬ 
est, through the local press, in its affairs. 

He will be remembered by his former school col¬ 
leagues as a great character, with fair play always being 
one of his priorities. 

A former server at Lyme Regis Parish Church, Alan 
was passionate about the environment and nature and 
was extremely observant.

On 
qualifying as an engineer and draughtsman, he went on 
to work on Ministry of Defence projects at ASWE where 
he held a responsible position. 

Music - particular jazz and folk- was one of his great 
leisure interests as were cycling and his very fine collec¬ 
tion of bikes and motorcycles. 

He served as a school governor in Portsmouth and was 
always pleased to be involved with the welfare of young 
people. His considerable practical skills were put to good 
use in his role of scenery painter and props manager for 
a children’s theatre company in the Portsmouth area. 

Extremely artistic, he worked in varied media, includ¬ 
ing silver craft and glass etching. 

He leaves two daughters, Ellen and Jenny, and two sis¬ 
ters, Ann and Gill.

to the agreed plans. 

He said: “The main 
problem is that the solar 
panels are too long. They 
rise up 2.9m into the air 
rather than the agreed 
2.2m. 

“This means they stick 
up over the hedgerow and 
are visible from much 
further away. 

“The site buildings 
were supposed to be 
wood-clad with green 
roofs to help them blend 
in and give them a rustic 
appearance but they are 
just plastic looking 
blocks and don’t blend in 
at all. 

“They also cut down 
some oak trees they 
shouldn’t have, which 
caused Natural England 
to write a stinging com¬ 
ment on the application.” 

Natural England were 
critical of SPGL for 
chopping down a number 
of mature oak trees on the 
site. 

Mr Pollard added: “I 
see the farm daily - it’s 
hideous, industrial. With 
the fences and security 
cameras it looks like a 


prison camp. And it’s 
supposed to be an area of 
Outstanding Natural 
Beauty.” 

Another close resident 
- whose view from the 
upstairs windows clearly 
sees the farm - was wor¬ 
ried about the effect on 
tourism if the develop¬ 
ments continued in the 
area. 

Wishing to remain 
anonymous she said: “I 
don’t mind the solar farm 
really. I wish it wasn’t 
here, but I understand the 
need for them. 

“My worry is that if 
they continue to build 
them here - and there are 
more planned - then 
tourists might be put off 
coming here. 

“They come for the 
beautiful countryside, 
and this just looks indus¬ 
trial.” 

A further resident who 
also wished to remain 
anomymous said: “If 
they had just stuck to the 
planning conditions we 
wouldn’t be able to see 
the panels and we would 
have been okay with it. 
We understand the need 
for green energy. 

“But they haven’t stuck 
to the agreements at all. 
The panels stick out over 


the hedges, they put up 
camera poles and build¬ 
ings where they 
shouldn’t and have put an 
entrance where there was 
none on the plans. 

He added: “They also 
cut down three mature 
oaks on the old Devon 
Dorset border which can 
never be replaced. Our 
house is devalued and it’s 
all been a bit of a shock 
really.” 

Clive Sage - the farmer 
on whose land the devel¬ 
opment was built - was 
unable to comment on 
the perceived breaches in 
the planning regulations. 

He said: “It is SPGL’s 
planning application, not 
mine, so I’m unable to 
comment on it.” 

He was also unable to 
comment on whether he 
was sympathetic to resi¬ 
dents’ concerns over the 
solar farm. 

SPGL declined to com¬ 
ment on the allegations. 

West Dorset District 
Council will review 
“minor ammendments” 
to the application in the 
next few weeks to decide 
what - if any - action 
needs to be taken regard¬ 
ing SPGL’s compliance 
with the original applica¬ 
tion. 


UPLYME NEWS IN A NUTSHELL 


• UPLYME Parish Council welcomed 
their latest member, Gary Wellman, who 
was co-opted in December following 
the resignation of chairman Keith 
Killingback. 

Councillor Peter Whiting has taken on 
the role of chairman and welcomed 
Councillor Wellman at the January meet¬ 
ing. 

• COUNCILLORS from Uplyme ex¬ 
pressed concerns about the frequent in¬ 
considerate parking close to the B3165 
village gateway that made the road dan¬ 
gerous. 

Members considered whether parking 
restrictions and refuge for pedestrians 
where there is no footpath could be re¬ 
quested from Devon County Council. 

Large numbers of potholes and debris 
on the roads were also reported. 

• THE footpath at the bridge near Pitt 
White, Uplyme, is permanently closed 
due to the prohibitive cost of bridge re¬ 
pairs. 

However, parish councillors believe a 
local contractor may be able to carry out 
the necessary work for a more reason¬ 
able price. 

It was also reported that the footpath 
near Cathole was closed because of a 
collapse and walkers should not attempt 
to pass the obstacle as it was very dan¬ 
gerous. 

• COUNCILLORS were informed of two 
recent crimes in Uplyme, including a 
break-in to a shed from which copper 
pipe was stolen. 

The second incident was an arrest for 
drink-driving following a road accident. 

• UPLYME Parish Council has been able 
to keep its precept - the proportion of 
council tax given to the parish council - 
at the same level for the upcoming fi¬ 
nancial year. 

In fact, there will be a very small de¬ 
crease in the 2013 to 2014 year, almost 
enough to buy a second class stamp for 


a Band D property. 

The budget for the coming financial 
year includes substantial amount for 
flood emergency works, based on the 
problems in the village this year, plus a 
grant to the King George V Playing Field 
to cover some of the costs of cleaning 
the tennis courts, and money towards 
much-needed refurbishment of the 
cemetery facilities. 

Extra funds are also allocated for 
grounds maintenance and increased 
hours for the parish clerk to carry out her 
work. 

• UPLYME'S Snow Warden team of 
Councillor AndrewTurner, Dave Foxwell 
and John Fowler have been out with the 
council gritter, putting down salt on 
minor roads in the parish. 

The county council highways depart¬ 
ment treats the B3165 Lyme Road and 
Trinity Hill, but the rest of it is down to 
the parish council, which is given a cer¬ 
tain amount of salt by Devon but ex¬ 
pected to fund the rest through the 
precept and locality grants. 

Councillor Turner said: "I hope resi¬ 
dents have noticed the improvement 
this winter. My team has been out for 
hours on cold evenings and we have al¬ 
ready used one and half tonnes of salt 
on the roads". 

• DEVON Home Choice has advertised 
the eight new affordable-rent houses in 
Uplyme this week, and bids must be in 
by January 29th. 

Those interested who have a local 
connection with Uplyme or already live 
or work in the parish should complete 
their paperwork as soon as possible. 

The parish council in encouraging all 
interested to apply even if they have 
been told they may not bid, as parish 
and district councillors are doing their 
best to make sure all applicants have a 
fair chance.

Parking situation is'farcical' 


FOLLOWING concerns about the number of drivers 
parking illegally in Lyme Regis, Dorset County Coun¬ 
cil has confirmed its parking wardens were in town 
four times over the Christmas and New Year period. 

Councillor Anita Williams, chairman of the Planning 
and Highways Committee, requested the information 
after concerns were raised over irresponsible and dan¬ 
gerous parking. 

She said the county council would not reveal which 
days and at what times the wardens were in Lyme 
Regis. 

Speaking at last week’s Planning and Highways 
Committee meeting, she said: “It’s ridiculous us push¬ 
ing for more double yellow lines in the town and wait¬ 
ing years for them if they can’t be enforced. It’s 
farcical.” 

Councillor Williams said the council should follow 
up the amount of illegal parking with the county coun¬ 
cils, as well as highways issues raised during the re-

cent drive-about town with county councillor Colonel 
Geoffrey Brierley. 

For exmaple, she said the council had asked for dou¬ 
ble yellow lines at Horn Bridge some time ago. 

“The deputy town clerk should make a list of all 
these outstanding issues and follow up with the county 
council to find out what the current situation is.” 

Councillor Chris Clipson added: “It’s not even on 
their radar to put double yellow lines at Horn Bridge. 
There are no plans for it.” 

Councillor Anita Willi ams said she would have liked 
the parking wardens to have visited the town on New 
Year’s Day because “there were cars everywhere”. 


WDDC labelled'churlish'in planning dispute 


A LYME Regis town councillor has described West 
Dorset District Council as being “churlish” and “uneth¬ 
ical” for approving a planning application before the 
town council gave its recommendation. 

Lyme Regis Town Council’s Planning and Highways 
Committee felt they could not comment on an applica¬ 
tion for development at Petit Bot on Hill Road, as the 
architect brought in a hard copy of the plans which dif¬ 
fered to those shown on West Dorset District Council’s 
website in advance of their meeting. 

Town clerk Mike Lewis explained that the architect 
often brought in hard copies of his plans as those 
scanned and shown of the district council’s website did 
not show up very well. However, the hard copies had 
always previously been the same as those shown on the 
website but in this case included alterations. 

Town councillors requested that the correct plans be 
clarified on the website for consideration at their next 
meeting, but West Dorset District Council gave final 


approval for the application without considering the 
town council’s request or waiting for their recommen¬ 
dation. 

Speaking at last week’s Planning and Highways Com¬ 
mittee meeting, town councillor Owen Lovell said: “I 
find it rather churlish. What they have done is unethical 
and we should make a formal complaint. 

“The plans must come from the district council, not 
the architect, otherwise we are going down a very dan¬ 
gerous route. 

“The potential objectors had not been able to see the 
correct plans because the were not uploaded.” 

Councillor Lorna Jenkin added: “They expect us to 
work from the internet then they must make sure their 
plans on the internet are legible.” 

The plans at Petit Bot included the removal of a 
monopitch roof, construction of flat roof and Juliet bal¬ 
cony, demolition of chimney stack and a new window 
in the side elevation of the ground floor.

Lyme Matters

I TOOK a call this 
week from enter¬ 
tainer and former 
Lyme Regis resident 
Richard Digance who 
wanted to know, for 
reasons I won’t go into, 
when we staged a week 
of entertainment fea¬ 
turing many of his 
showbiz mates in a bid 
to save the Lyme Regis 
Hospital. 

Richard, who at the 
time was one of the 
most popular light en¬ 
tertainment stars in 
the country, with a 
prime-time Saturday 
night TV programme, 
and lived in Clappen- 


tail Lane with his then 
wife, Debbie, and two 
daughters. 

We were all keen 
cricketers at the time, 
playing at Uplyme, and 
as one of Ricard’s 
daughters was suffer¬ 
ing from a rare form of 
cancer, we decided we 
would put on a week of 
entertainment at the 
Marine Theatre to 
raise money for the 
hospital which had 
served the town since 
1893 at various loca¬ 
tions. 

I thought it was in the 
mid-1980s and I con¬ 
tacted former bank 


manager Keith Jenkin, 
husband of town coun¬ 
cillor Lorna Jenkin, who 
was chairman of the 
committee we set up to 
organise the week which 
we called “Operation 
Lyme Regis Hospital”. 

Keith did a bit of ask¬ 
ing around and finally 


came across a copy of 
the programme and 
popped it down to the of¬ 
fice. The event actually 
took place in June 1989 
and we designated one of 
the days for an early 
Christmas celebration 
with the town shops 
trimming up, a Christ¬ 


mas children’s parade 
and carolling with the 
Town Band on Gunn 
Cliff - in June! 

Richard managed to 
persuade some of the top 
names in variety to sup¬ 
port the event and ap¬ 
pear at the Marine 
Theatre with comedian 
Jim Davidson topping 
the bill. Others included 
comics Hale and Pace, 
Jim Bowen (he of Bulls- 
eye fame) and West 
Country favourite 
Jethro. 

Richard, of course, did 
a couple of shows and 
other big names in¬ 
cluded impressionist 
Mike Osman, singer 
Elkie Brooks and come¬ 
dians Dave Lee and 
Kevin Devane. 

As the proceedings 
were organised by a 
group of sports mad 
young men, the pro¬ 
gramme featured a num¬ 


ber of sporting events, 
including a football 
match against Yeovil 
Town in which a num¬ 
ber of the stars and ex¬ 
players took part, 
including Hale and Pace 
and former England 
player Gerry Francis 
with former Chelsea star 
Peter Osgood in atten¬ 
dance. 

There was also a 
cricket match between a 
Media XI captained by 
yours truly and a 
celebrity XI led by 
Richard. 

Jim Davidson stayed 
in Lyme for a day longer 
than expected to com¬ 
mentate on the match 
and I shall never forget 
when he decided to play 
cricket for the very first 
time, walking out to bat 
imitating Second World 
War flying ace Douglas 
Bader. 

The week was an un¬ 
forgettable success and 
we managed to raise 
£30,000, a lot of dosh in 
1989. 

We failed miserably in 
saving the hospital and 
the money later went 
into the public fund in 
support of the town’s 
new medical centre. 


Heroes in their own right 


■ ELSEWHERE in this newspaper 
(on page 8) we report on the 
financial success of last summer's 
Candles On The Cobb. 

The event, now established as 
one of the town's most spectacular 
sights, with 5,000 candles illumi¬ 
nating the Cobb, made an incredi¬ 
ble £22,000. 

Half of this will be donated to the 
Help For Heroes charity with the 
remaining 50 per cent being do¬ 
nated to 15 local youth organisa¬ 
tions. 


The brainchild of champion 
fundraisers Phil Street, the town's 
former town crier now living and 
working in France, and assistant 
harbourmaster Mike Higgs, this 
unique event has now raised tens 
of thousands of pounds for good 
causes since it was first held back 
in 2000. 

Members of the organising com¬ 
mittee will next week travel toTed- 
dington House, the H4H flagship 
recovery centre for those members 
of the Armed Forces injured in con¬ 


flict, to present their cheque to 
Help For Heroes - the second 
biggest single donation they have 
ever received. 

The next Candles On The Cobb 
will be held in August 2015 and the 
planning is already underway for 
yet another spectacular event 
which will attract thousands to the 
town. 

Phil and Mike and their band of 
helpers deserve all the praise that 
have been heaped on the over the 
years.

TOWN councillors will, tonight, be appointing a 
successor to town clerk Mike Lewis - the ninth to 
serve the old borough and town since the last war. 

Seven candidates were interviewed for the post 
and a special meeting of the town council will be 
held tonight to receive the recommendation of 
the Human Resources Sub-Committee made up of 
the committee chairmen. 

The new town clerk will take over from Mike 
Lewis in March and will preside over a crucial pe¬ 
riod for the town council with the possibility of 
greater responsibilities being handed down to 
parish level under the Localism Act. 

Mr Lewis is retiring having worked for the town 
council, first as finance officer, succeeding, Eric 
Griffin, since 1985 and having been appointed to 
the top job in 1999.

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LYME Regis Museum has recently opened its new, 
light-hearted exhibition looking at the history of the 
town's long-standing, favourite week of festivities - Re¬ 
gatta and Carnival. 

The exhibition, named "Carnival! The Story of Lyme 
Regis Regatta and Carnival", includes images from the 
1930s up until today. 

Museum director David Tucker said: "We have some 
great images on show. Many people in Lyme will re¬ 
member the legendary Bumble's Circus from the years 
after World WarTwo and the carnival dragons created 
by Lionel'Bumble'Hodder, Tom Gollopand Doug Clark 
in their costumes as ring master, clown and bear. 

"We also have a fantastic set of images given to the 
museum by Merry Bolton and Carl Salter who did so 
much for the carnival in the 1970s and early 1980s, es¬ 
pecially Carl’s flying contest, which saw many deter¬ 
mined but slightly misguided people attempt to fly 
across the harbour." 

The late 1980s and early 1990s are represented by 
Stuart and Michael Case and their friends, who resur¬ 
rected Bumble's Circus and introduced The Human 
Cannonball, where Stuart was fired from a cannon 
across the harbour, with no more success than the 
fliers!" 

The exhibition also has many of the carnival pro¬ 
grammes of the last 20 years, including a real treasure. 

Mr Tucker explained: "In 1992, St Michael's School 
held a competition among their ten year old children 
to design the cover for the carnival programme. All the 
artwork has survived and we've put them on display." 

The exhibition also includes images from the many 
fancy dress parties held in Lyme pubs as part of carni¬ 
val week in the 1980s and captures many local people 
in costume. There are also many photos of Regatta 
and Carnival Queens. 

"Carnival!" runs until Easter.The museum is offering 
free entry to the exhibition to all Lyme residents until 
Easter (proof of address required - formal letters, utility 
bills or driving licenses accepted).

Parking for tradesmen 
difficult in Broad Street 


■ IN reference to “Parking on double yellow lines a 
growing problem” (LymeLetters, January 16th): I 
would like to add to the parking debate a conversation I 
had with a local decorator this week. 

He is working on a commercial property in Broad 
Street and was complaining how difficult it is to park 
close to where he is working. 

He explained that health and safety legislation prevents 
tradespeople from bringing and storing materials and 
equipment in the commercial premises where they are 
working; they have to work out of the back of the van. 
This means they need to be able to park close to where 
the job is. 

In Broad Street this is virtually impossible because of 
the one hour restrictions. If he were to use one of the 
three central car parks he would have to pay £20 a day 


(Lyme Regis Town Council) or £12 (NCP). This charge 
would effectively make jobs unviable unless the client 
was willing to pay the parking fee. 

The policy in East Devon is quite different and recog¬ 
nises the need for tradesmen to have their vans near the 
job: a call to the relevant council office issues them with 
a parking waiver number linked to their van’s registra¬ 
tion which is displayed on the dashboard for the duration 
of the work. This waiver number is logged on the traffic 
warden’s ticketing equipment, allowing them to use 
time-limited parking spaces without incurring any penal¬ 
ties.

TWO members of the Lyme Regis lifeboat crew joined 
a rescue operation on the A35 as heavy snow trapped 
drivers on Friday. 

Tom Crabbe, 20, and Murray Saunders, 27, were re¬ 
turning from a week-long training course at the RNLI's 
Poole headquarters when they came across vehicles 
stuck on the steep section of road at the Litton Cheney 
turning, two miles east of Askerswell. 

Tom said: "Rather than sit in the traffic jam we put on 
our lifeboat dry suits and helped some army comman¬ 
dos from Plymouth who used their truck to tow a num¬ 
ber of vehicles up the hill. 

"In places the snow was up to our waists; the drifts 
were three feet deep. 

"The army personnel were taking a field gun from De- 
vonport to Poole and were pleased with the extra help 
we gave them. 

"We helped dig out lorries and cars, and it was a real 


team effort. 

"As for us, it took about four hours for our journey 
from Poole to Lyme Regis." 

• THE RNLI has revealed statistics on how many times 
the Lyme Regis lifeboat was launched during 2012. 

The crew launched the boat for 45 emergencies, as¬ 
sisting 41 people Lyme Regis.This totalled 543 hours at 
sea and 16 services in the dark. 

These figures compare to 30 launches in 2011 and 23 
people assisted, 32 launches in 2010 and 44 people as¬ 
sisted, 39 launches in 2009 and 26 people assisted and 
34 launches in 2008 assisting 34 people. 

In the past five years, this totals 180 launches and 168 
people assisted. 

Despite the rise in emergencies in 2012, lifeboat op¬ 
erations manager and harbourmaster Grahame For- 
shaw has said he thinks the safety at sea message is 
getting through.

BOB BUCKLER RACING 


Mister Matt back in training 


THE rain and now snow that has dogged all 
sport this winter has meant that most sta¬ 
bles have struggled to get horses out writes 
Stuart Broom. 

Local trainer Bob Buckler was no excep¬ 
tion with a flurry of horses racing just prior 
to Christmas and in the New Year to take 
advantage of the small window of oppor¬ 
tunity with better ground. 

Although he has only had 68 runners 
with seven winners and a further 12 horses 
placed in the first half of the season, Buck¬ 
ler is well placed in the trainer's table with 
few if any above him with better stats for 
the number of horses, and many below him 
with more. 

"There are a number of reasons besides 
the weather which has hampered us, but I 
am more than pleased with what we have 
achieved in the circumstances and there 
have been some excellent performances. 

"The weather of course has affected all 
trainers, but it hasn't been the nicest 
ground and sometimes we have had to run 
horses in conditions that are not ideal for 
them. 

"We also have a number of young horses 
in the stable this season that we are bring¬ 
ing on for the future, and not as many bog 
standard handicappers that would run reg¬ 
ularly. 

"I've only got about two thirds of the 
horses in workatthe moment, so I thinkwe 
have done quite well considering the num¬ 
ber of horses." 

Sulpius must take star billing winning 
four races in two months. Having taken 


thirteen races to register his maiden victory 
at Fontwell in early November, he then won 
another three and finished second in four 
of his five subsequent races, the latest at 
Wincanton on January 5th. 

Buckler announced that Double Dizzy 
was to retire after pulling up in the Haye 
Jousselin Chase at Auteuil in early Novem¬ 
ber. 

The 12-year-old owned by Martyn For¬ 
rester had run a brilliant race around the 
grueling course in heavy conditions before 
deciding he had enough with a circuit to 
go. 

However they decided to give him one 
more race in the Glenfarclas Cross Country 
Handicap Chase at Cheltenham two weeks 
later, and although finishing tenth, again 
jumped brilliantly. 

Seemingly enjoying his second flush of 
youth, a month later finished fourth in the 
handicap version of the Glenfarcas. 

This earned him the chance to defend his 
Sussex National title at Plumpton in the 
New Year where he gave the impression of 
being on a training gallop finishing third 
behind a much younger horse in Well Re¬ 
spected. 

The most recent runner for the stable was 
the impressive Somerset Lias making his 
debut on a racecourse in a bumper at Lud¬ 
low in a very high class race, and is one to 
look out for the future. 

Meanwhile Mister Matt, one of the stables 
star performers is back in the yard follow¬ 
ing his winter break and looking for good 
ground in the spring.

Winter warming waves 
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DESPITE the days becoming chillier, swimming still pro¬ 
vides one of the best forms of exercise for both you and 
your baby, and is just as perfect for cold winter days as it 
is for hot summer ones.

Whether swimming in winter or summer, a baby wet¬ 
suit is always a good idea - a toasty baby is going to be 
infinitely happier than a chilly one! Do make sure you 
put your baby in it at the start of the session; it’s very 
easy to take it off if your baby gets too hot. However, if 
they start getting too cold, putting anything on them at 
that stage will do little to make them warmer, so it’s 
good to be cautious from the start. 

Once you’re in the pool, keep your baby gently mov¬ 
ing all the time: bouncing across the water, swinging 
them round, singing nursery rhymes as you go. You’ll 


find they respond really positively, especially as they’ll 
love sharing such special one-to-one time with you. 
However, if your baby’s still very small, don’t be sur¬ 
prised if they don’t appear to be remotely interested in 
what you’re doing at first, as there’ll be a huge amount 
of other stimulating things attracting their attention! 

‘We see no drop in our classes during the winter 
months,’ comments Rowan. ‘In fact, many of our par¬ 
ents tell us that they love getting into a steaming hot 
pool with their baby, whilst the rain drips down the win¬ 
dows outside.’ 

However you take your baby swimming, at the end of 
every session, wrap them in a dry towel and place them 
somewhere safe whilst you get changed. By the time 
you’re ready they’ll be warm and dry, so getting them 
dressed will be a much easier and more relaxing 
process. Make sure there’s no water remaining in their 
ears, then, finally, pop a hat on your tired but happy little 
one, who’ll hopefully be snuggling down for a good 
sleep as you prepare to leave the pool. 

Swimming with your baby is a great way to play and 
is fantastic for strengthening the bond between the two 
of you. It will also introduce them to a lifelong love of 
staying healthy and fit, whilst having a great time too! 
What could be better?
